WIDOW OF JOHN M. CLAY IS DEAD 

LEXINGTON'. Ky.. March 30. — Mrs. Josephine 
Russell 'Clay, So. widow of John M. Clay, a sou of 
Jletirv Cliiv. died at Ashland, on Tates Creek Pike, 
yesterday. John M. Clay was one of the leading 
tn if men and breeders of thoroughbred horses of his 
day and after his death Mrs. Clay continued the 
stud until a few years ago. Mrs. Clay was a 
native of Missouri and was the author of a number 
of iMioks. her latest being “The Sport of Kings.” 
a collection of stories about horses and racing of 
esrlier days. 



The Cnlia -American Jockey and Auto ('lull’s winter meeting of 1919-20 came to an end with the rac- 
ing of Sunday. March 3 N. Altogether there were llu days of racing at Oriental Park, during which time 
tiPT races were run and St *3.378 distributed in stakes and purses. The daily average distribution amounted 
to SI. 3*4. 31. in every respect tliis meeting was tin* most sucee — fill ever belli in Cuba. All previous 
records for attendance were shattered, the crowds on Saturdays. Sundays and special occasions overtaxing 
the accommodations of tin* spacious and commodious Oriental Park. Tin* distribution of dose to half ii 
million of dollars in stakes and purses is in itself a record for a winter meeting, at least in recent years. 
The racing itself was of a good standard and many thrilling and Inten -ting contests were witnessed at 
one time and another. The 'port was held under ideal elimatie conditions, tile weather being smnmerlike 
throughout the entire winter, with lint little rain, and that only at long intervals.

NEW YORK. March 30. — Trainers are getting 
busy at ImiiIi Belmont Park and Gravesend. Every- 
body is out early and every horse at Belmont Park 
looks ready for training. Some of the trainers 
are working their horses for three-eighths and by 
next week tile majoity "ill be working half miles. 
As usual. S. C. Hildreth's horses are not only Dig. 
but muscular and strong. No trainer starts spring 
training with a better band of well kept horses than 
does Hildreth, lie appears to have the knack of 
keeping flesh on his horses, but the added jMiundage 
looks more like muscle than fat. A Hildreth horse 
ran be picked out from most any of the others. 
The only one in his string that has not thrived 
with winter keep is Valor. He looks at tout the 

same as when lie retired: all others are pictures. 
Purchase has every earmark of a race horse and 
Corn Tassel has built up wonderfully. Thunderclap! 
is in fine condition and so is that compact little 
K fewer. Regal Lodge cavorls about like a young- 
ster and is going sound. Every horse is ready 
for the training test. 

William Karriek is busy with his string belong- 
ing lo W. It. Coe and the tlneek Stable. He lias a 
big string and while, like every other trainer, he is 
a bit late, owing to the severe winter, lie "ill 
have plenty ready for the opening on the local 
tracks a’ld may have some fit for Pimlico if their 
I owners decide to open the season at that point.
